Is Revival Needed ? 


World-wide prayer is going up today for world- 
wide revival. A minister friend of Tae Suubar ScHoot 
Times recently spent a Sunday in one of the largest 
cities on the Atlantic seaboard. He attended service 
in one of the best known evangelical churches in 
America. It was a communion service. Neither 


in the sermon, nor in the prayer, nor in any other part - 


of the service did the pastor utter any word that even 
hinted that the Lord Jesus Christ had died for our sins, 
or that such a stupendous transaction as that which 


took place on Calvary had ever occurred. No word 
about sin, or the blood, or forgiveness through the 
atonement was spoken as the people met at the Lord’s 
Table. Several persons were received into the mem- 
bership of the church, all by letter. In another church 
in the same city, whose pastor is known pat te ge 
the nation arid the world, ten persons were received, all 
by ‘etter. In the two churches there are close to 
2,000 members, the finest people socially, intellec- 
tually, and materially of this great city. Behind 
them are the richest traditions; with them is un- 
limited temporal power. The two churches are 
spending tens of thousands of dollars. Yet in a 

iod of three months, in mid-winter life and activ- 
ity, these two great churches apparently brought not 
a man or a woman, a boy or a girl, to the Lord Jesus. 
Of course, individual souls may have been won there 
without any open confession of faith before the con- 
gregations. But is it not heart-breaking? The visit- 
ing pastor, in a personal letter to the Editor, says, “I 
never before had seen Modernism in all its power and 
glory and awful pride. . . . It was something to make 
any minister drop on his knees in prayer.” Is the

Our Lord can never be more present on one occasion 
than on another. One hears it said, “Christ_is very 
specially present at the communion service.” It is not 
so. Christ is always present. Did he not say, “Lo, 
I am et pee oe rey (Matt. 28:20.) Did he not 
say, “I e thee, nor forsake thee”? 
ge 9 13:5.) We natal hear people talking of 
“real presence”. in the sacrament. ‘Is it not a 
very misleading ' phrase?. There can be no unreal 
presence ; and Christ dwelling in our hearts by faith 
is the “real presence” for each of us. 
Perhaps when men say he is “specially present,” 
they mean “present with a special purpose.” Yes,

pose. ‘He is always seeking to reveal himself more 
fully to every one of us. He does not make a special 
effort at the time of the communion. At all times God 
is seeking to make himself KNowN to us more fully. 
His Hand is ever stretched out to give. He waits for 
our hand to be opened and empty to receive. Cation 
Guy Rogers said in a recent address: “No grace 
different in kind from any other grace is to be found 
in the holy communion service. There is no special 
presence of the Lord there which may not be~appre- 
hended elsewhere or in other ways. There is tio ac- 
cess to the Lord for the individual except through the 
exercise of his personal faith as at other services (and 
as at other times and all-times). Nothing happens 
which could communicate the Lord Jesus to an un- 
receptive person, or bring the worshiper into the divine 
Presence against his will. . We do not ‘receive’ 
Christ more easily or more definitely or more fully 
because of any words which the ‘priest’ may say, or 
any act which the priest may perform. The word of 
Christ still holds in the holy communion as elsewhere: 
‘According to your faith’ shall it be unto you.” This 
is why it is that some come away from the Lord's 
Supper uplifted and blessed in a wonderful way, while 
= come away without experiencing any spiritual 
eip 

Why is it then that the communion service brings 
such a great blessing to many? 

There is an earnest desire. We come to this service 
for a definite purpose. Did not our Lord say: “He 
that eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth 
in me, and I in him’? But he went on to explain; 
“It is the spirit that quickeneth; the flesh profiteth 
nothing.” We “feed upon him in our hearts by faith,” 
and in this holy communion service we draw near 
with this special purpose and with a common desire. 
It is a sacrament —the outward symbols of bread and 
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wine help us to realize the “inward and spiritual grace” 
received. 

There is obedience, Our Lord commanded us to par- 
fake of the broken bread, and the wine outpoured. 
“Do this,” said he, “in remembrance of me.” At the 
holy communion we are obeying a definite command. 
And obedience to God always brings a blessing. 

We are bidden to be still and KNow. © Such still- 
ness before God in confession and grateful adoration 
is assured us at these times of communion, when we 
withdraw from the world for a brief season, and our 
Lord’s word makes us doubly conscious of his pres- 
ence: “Where two or three are gathered together in 
my name, there am I in the midst of them” (Matt. 
18:20). This service is not intended for unbelievers. 
It is for God’s children. In the early days of Chris- 
tianity the careless, and the godless, and the curious 
were bidden to depart before the “breaking of bread.” 
And today, for the most part, they absent themselves. 
The reeult is that there is gathered together a little 
company of believers “all with one accord in one 
place” (Acts 2:1). And our Lord assures us that 
when there is “agreement” in prayer, results must 
follow (Matt. 18:19). Who is there among us that 
does not know, and has not experienced the extraord- 
inary spiritual uplift that comes from meeting with a 
company of people devoted to their common Lord and 
Master? 

Then there is fellowship, oneness, and mutual love 
the one for the other. In our ordinary social inter- 
course we all know the kindliness and the fellowship 
which even a cup of tea produces —and the friendli- 
ness displayed when we gather round some hospitable 
board. . Courtesy to our host forbids discourtesy to 
a fellow guest; and as a rule there is oneness of heart 
and mind. How true this is when we gather round 
the “table of the Lord” to share the one loaf and the 
common cup. Our Lord’s earnest desire is that we 
should “love one another”; that we should be “all 
one in Christ Jesus” (Gal. 3:28). How earnestly he 
“made request” of the Father “that they all may be 
one” — “that they also may be one in us” — “that they 
may be one, even,as we are one: I in them, and thou 
in me, that they may be made perfect in one” (John 
17: 21-23). In the Church of England communion 
office the minister calls upon the worshipers to re- 
member this: “Ye that do truly and earnestly repent 
you of your sins, and are in love and charity with 
your neighbours ... draw near.” All social and class 
distinctions disappear at the table of the Lord. And 
fellowship is communion. Is it any wonder that Christ 
is made KNOWN to us in a very special manner at the 
holy communion? By our oneness with one another 
we are bringing the answer and fulfillment of our 
Lord’s oft-repeated prayer “that they may be one.” 


This service reminds us of our Lord’s great act of. 


love. He bade us “do this in remembrance of me” — in 
remembrance of the offering of himself. once for all 
(cf. Heb. 7: 27, R. V.). This was the great revelation of 
the love of God for us. Herein “was manifested the 
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love of God toward us”; “Hereby perceive we the love 
of God” (1 John 4:9; 3:16); by this act God com- 
MENDETH his love toward us (Rom. 5:8). Are we 
surprised, then, that our, hearts burn within us and 
our love for him grows deeper and stronger when 
we gather round his table and bring back to our re- 
membrance how Christ once offered himself for us, 
once for all? 


“How my heart goes out to Jesus 
Thinking of the love He bore, 

Giving His own life a ransom, 
How I love Him more and more.” 


And does not this service remind us of the com- 
munion of saints? We pray for the Church militant 
here on earth; for every man; for our country, rulers, 
clergy, people, the “congregation here assembled,” the 
sick and suffering and sorrowful and perplexed. We 
thank God for all those who have departed this -life 
in peace—they do not need our prayets, for they 
are “with Christ, which is far better.” The presence 
with us, in the spirit, of our loved ones gone before 
is often very real to us. And does.not this make us 
more truly conscious of the spiritual presence of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ? Here is communion 
indeed: and communion with One who is KNowN te 
us, and is made more fully known, “in the breaking 
of bread.” 

Then we look forward to his coming again! We 
look back —in remembrance of him; we look within 
—for Christ dwells spiritually in our hearts by faith; 
and we look forward— “for as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, :ye do shew [proclaim] the 
Lord’s death till he come” (1 Cor. 11:26). It is a 
marvelous thing that “the high and lofty One that 
inhabiteth eternity, whose name is Holy,” should dwell 
“with him also that is of a contrite and humble spirit, 
to revive the spirit of the humble” (Isa. 57:15). But 
he has also promised “I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be 
also” (John 14:3). 

The near approach of his coming reminds us that 
we are saved to serve. We are the body of Christ. He 
was sacrificed for us. But we, too, are to be “sacri- 
ficed” in his service. As Paul says, “The love of 
Christ constraineth us; ... He died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live unto. themselves, 
but unto him which died for them, and rose again” 
(2 Cor. 5:14, 15). So after we have received the 
bread and the wine—the outward and visible. sign; 
feeding upon Christ in. our hearts by faith— then we 
pray: “And here we offer and present unto Thee, O 
Lord, ourselves, our souls and bodies, to be a reason- 
able, holy, and living sacrifice unto Thee.” Our 
hearts go out in compassion for the perishing. We 
are strengthened; united more closely to Christ; 
brought to KNow him more intimately and personally 
in order that-we may be better able to make him 
KNOWN. So we not only pray, “That I may KNew 
him!”; but earnestly crave, “That I make make him 
KNowNn!” . 





Is It Wrong to Take a Census? 


What was David's sin in numbering Israel €2 Sam. 
24 and 1 Chron, 21) ?—A Toronto reader. 


There is nothing wrong, in itself, in taking a census. 
But David sinned when he numbered Israel and Judah. 
The Scriptures tell us that Satan provoked him to this, 
and that God punished him for it. Can we discover 
why it was wrong. in David’s case? 

The valuable Commentary by Jamieson, Fausset, and 
Brown (Doubleday, Doran and Co. 244 Madison 
Avenue, New York, $7.50, net) has an illuminating 
comment. “In the act of taking the census of a peo- 
ple, there is not only no evil, but much utility. But 
numbering Israel—that people who were to become 
as the stars for multitude, implying a distrust of the 
Divine promise, was a sin; and though it had been 
done with impunity in the time of Moses, at that 
enumeration each of the people had contributed ‘half 
a shekel towards the building of the tabernacle,’ that 
there might. be. no plague among them when he num- 
bered them (Exod. 30:12). Hence the numbering of 
that people was in itself regarded as an -undertaking 
by which the anger of God could be easily aroused; 
but when the arrangements were made by Moses for 
the taking of the census, God was not angry because 
the people were numbered for the express purpose of 
the tax for the sanctuary, andthe money which was 
thus collected (‘the atonement money,’ Exod. 30: 16) ap- 
peased him. Everything depended, therefore, upon the 
design of the census. [Bertheau.] The sin of David 
numbering the people consisted in its being either to 
gratify his pride to ascertain the number of warriors 
he could muster for some meditated plan of conquest, 
or, perhaps, more likely still, to institute a regular and 


permanent system of taxation, which he deemed: neces- 
Sary to provide an adequate establishment for the 
monarchy, but which was regarded as a tyrannical and 
oppressive exaction— an innovation on the hberty of 
the people—a departure from ancient usage unbe- 
coming a king of Israel.”

Those Alleged Contradictions in the Bible 


How do you explain three years’ famine in 1. 
Chronicles 21:12, and seven years of famine in 2 
Samuel 24: 13?—-A Toronto reader. 


Dr. Paul Kanamori, the Japanese Christian. who was 
led off into the unbelief and morasses of the Higher 
Criticism, and then through the death of his wife was 
brought back to the simplicity and joy. of faith in the 
Word of God, has.said: ‘When I now discover some- 
thing in the Bible that looks like a mistake or a cen- 
tradiction, I know-that the trouble is not here [touch- 
ing the Bible with his finger], but here [touching his 
forehead].” In. other words, when there seem to be 
contradictions or errors in “the word of God, which 
liveth and abideth for ever” (1 Pet. 1:23), we know 
that the trouble is not in the Word, but in our limited 
or mistaken minds. We may have to leave some of 
these difficulties until we are in the presence of him 
whose Word it is, when each believer can say, “I know 
even as also I am known” (1. Cor. 13:12). . Mean- 
time there are many of these difficulties: and alleged 
contradictions that can readily be understood and, upon 
a little study, seen to be/not contradictions at all. 

Take the three years and the seven years of famine, 
in the passages noted. God offered David his choice 
of punishments for his sin in having numbered: Israel

and Judah. In 2 Samuel 24:13 we read: “Shall 
seven years of famine come unto thee in thy land? or 
wilt thou flee three months before thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee? or that there “be three days’ pes- 


. tilerice in thy land?” In 1 Chronicles 21: 12 we read: 


“Fither three years’ famine; or three months to be 
destroyed before thy foes, while that the sword of 


thine enemies -overtaketh \thee; or else three days the 


sword of the Lord, even the pestilence, in the land, 
and the angel of the Lord destroying throughout all the 
coasts of Israel.” 

The three sets of threes, three years, three months, 
three days are- obviously symmetrical and consistent. 
Why should the record in 1 Samuel say. seven years 
of famine? 

The answer is simple. If God now sent three years 
of famine as a punishment for David’s sin, the land 
would be having seven years of famine; for more than 
three years before David sinned by taking the census 
of Israel and Judah a famine had stricken the land, 
as récorded in 2 Samuel 21:1: “Then there was a 
famine in the days of David three years, year after 
year.” The year in which David’s sin occurred was 
evidently a fourth year after the famine had begun; 
even if the earlier famine was over at the end of three 
years, the land and the people would not have. re+ 
covered the next year from the blight, and if now 
three years more of famine were sent, they would be 
stricken, in effect, by “seven years of famine.” Thus 
the three years mentioned in 1 Chronicles and. the 
seven years mentioned in 2 Samuel are both in accord- 
ance with the facts given in the inspired historical 
record.

The Miracles of Judas Iscariot 


As a constant reader. of your splendid paper, which 
I censider one of the greatest helps to Bible students, 
I want to ask you if Judas Iscariot ‘fell from grace” 
or was he never saved? 

Hf not saved, what reason, if any, would you assign 
for his enduement with power to cast out devils and 
de the wonderful works of an apostle?—A Texas 
business man. 


There is no evidence, anywhere in the New Testa- 
ment, that Judas Iscariot was ever saved. There are 
plain statements that he was lost. Our Lord, when 
praying for his. disciples, said to the Father: ‘Those’ 
that thou gavest me I have kept, and none of them is 
lost, but the son of perdition; that the scripture might 
be fulfilled” (John 17:12). Earlier the Lord had 
said to the. disciples, “Have not I chosen you twelve, 
and one of you is a devil? He spake of Judas Iscariot 
the son of Simon: for he it was that should betray 
him, being one of the twelve” (John 6: 70, 71). After 
the Lord’s resurrection and ascension the disciples, 
praying that God would appoint one to take the place 
of Judas, said: “That he may take part of this min- 
istry and apostleship, from which Judas by transgres- 
sion oo that he might go to his own place” (Acts 
1:25). 

Yet it seems to have been the Lord’s purpose to give 
Judas every opportunity the other apostles. had until 
it came time to institute the Lord’s Supper; then our 
Lord: waited until Judas had left the table, where the 
Passover meal had been eaten by Christ and the dis- 
ciples, before asking the disciples to partake of the 
bread and the cup that symbolized’ His body and shed 
blood. Judas was not permitted thus to partake of 
these symbols or to share in thts sacred ordinance. 
But in the years of Christ’s fellowship with the twelve, 
in- their training, in their commissioning to speak for 
Christ and work miracles for which they were em- 
powered, apparently no distinction was made between 
Judas and the others. “Heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, raise the dead, cast out devils,” said our Lord 
to the twelve as he sent them “to the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel” some two years before the end of his 
public ministry. 

That Judas was thus empowered with the rest does 
not, obviously, require that he should have been a 
saved man. He had chosen to follow Christ as a 
disciple, and he had been appointed an apostle, and as 
such he received all that went with this exalted posi- 
tion of privilege and responsibility —except eternal 
life. This may have been done so that Judas should 
plainty be “without excuse” for having failed in such 
a tragic way. It may have n done so that all the 
specially appointed apostles ef Christ during his earthly 
ministry should represent him with power as they tes- 
tified among the people. . Or it may have been for rea- 
sons that are not revealed in the Scriptures, and that 
therefore we cannot know. It is evident that the Lord 
was never deceived as to the true character, the sinister 
purpose, and the tragic ending of Judas. Not only 
of superficial followers, but also of Judas, must it have 
been true that “Jesus did not commit himself unto 
them, because he knew, all men, and needed not that 
any. should testify of man: for he knew what was in 
man” (John 2:24, 25).

necessary to cut through the barbed wire entangle- 

ment of “evolution” to get at the citadel of a man’s 
religious convictions,—an entanglement which, can 
most fully be demolished if -he can be persuaded to 
study both sides and read even one or two of the 
strong books that explode this dismal dogma. Ap- 
parently no believer in evolution has ever done this 
simple thing, as a perusal of their writings show, and 
their uniform lack of success in public debate with 
such men as Dr. W. B.. Riley indicates they cannot 
answer the insuperable objections to the whole theory 
which outstanding scientists and scholars have re- 
peatedly brought against it. 

The most recent illustration of this strangely un- 
scholarly attitude toward this hopeless and dearly 
loved theory is set forth in correspondence in my files 
of recent date, in which a Presbyterian preacher, a 
Ph.D., graduate of universities in Scotland and Ber- 
lin, and teacher in one of Washington’s greatest uni- 
versities, did not even attempt to answer the specific 
points I raised in reply to one of his articles he sent 
me, and he was both unable to name a single work 
he had ever studied against this theory, and unwilling 
to read one I offered to lend him— even so scholarly 
a work as Louis Trenchard More’s “Dogma of Evo- 
lution.” 

That evolution in this day is generally the delusion 
that fills the vacuum in a life lacking the Christian 
faith is shown by the effect of the dispelling of this 
darkness in the mind of a young man who came for- 
ward almost instantly in response to an invitation to 
accept Christ at the conclusion of a long address in 
the National Memorial Baptist Church (Washington 
D. C.) almost entirely devoted to the disproof o 
evolution on strictly scientific grounds. On the same 
evening a young lady also hurried forward at the end 
of the meeting and said, “A Baptist preacher. took 
away my Christian faith in college and gave me evolu- 


[: RECENT years I have found it almost always 


tion instead; you have cured me of my evolution and 


given me back my faith.” 

A former clerk of the Supreme Court of the District 
of Columbia, later entrusted with very important work 
as a government attorney and now prominent in legal 
circles in New England, brought with him from 
Bowdoin College a very faint faith in Christianity 
and a warm devotion to the theory of evolution, which, 
in common with so many, he seemed to feel must be 
accepted by all well educated men. As I recall it now, 
his confidence in this “strong delusion” evaporated 
without much direct effort against it as a result of his 


thoughtful study of a few of the works on the evi- 


dences I lent him and a consideration of the inherent 
impossibilities of the conflicting theories of Darwin, 
Lamarck, and DeVries; the humiliating failure of 
every bone and line of proof to bear the weight placed 
upon them by evolutionists; the confidently sketched 
dawn-men drawn around relics of supposedly primitive 
types of humanity proving so uniformly to have been 
based on the knee caps and teeth of bears, elephants, 
and pigs, as admitted by evolutionists themselves; and 
the difficulty of accounting for the highly inflected and 
intricate languages which nearly all savage peoples 
possess, from the Eskimos to the Zulu (whose 
tongue the late Dan Crawford declared would express 
finer shades of meaning than the Greek), obviously 
beyond their power to create and evidently heirlooms 
from an ancestry higher in the scale of beings.

Seldom has The Sunday School Times published 
articles that have gripped readers like the series 
of which this is the tenth, by the Christian Law- 
yer, on “Meeting Rationalists on Their Own 
Ground.”

sympathized with my paraphrase of Voltaire’s sarcas- 
tic remark about the priesthood when I substituted 
for priest the word evolutionist, that he did “not see 
how one evolutionist could pass another on the street 
without laughing.” 

By contrast with the destruction of all proofs sup- 
porting this pet idol and belief of the “men of modern 
man,” the works I loaned him, Nelson, Paley, Alex- 
ander, and Mark Hopkins, set before him a case which 
he, as a lawyer, knew was unanswerable. His action 
followed promptly his conviction, and he made a pub- 
lic confession of his faith at the Episcopal church 
where his wife was already a member. A typically 
silent Vermonter, his new life of faith manifested 
itself chiefly in an expression of peaceful joy in his 
eyes, the hopeful outlook upon life and its problems 
possessed only by the Christian who has the confi- 
dential information God gives to members of ‘His 
family as to His ultimate plans, and frequent refer- 
ences to things spiritual and eternal —those changes 
of: vocabulary and dialect which so invariably mark 
the man who, though living in this world, is really 
a citizen of a foreign and fairer land. His experience 
would seem to confirm the inference drawn from the 
result of the study of the evidences on the life of my 
friend the bond broker. 

Further confirming my belief that our minds are 
so constituted that in many cases proofs of reality are 
the first things needed by an unbeliever — unless he 
will in simple faith call upon the Lord of whom he 
has heard by reputation from others—is the experi- 
ence of a real estate broker client several years ago. He 


had been a man of large fortune, had traveled over the™ 


world and enjoyed all the good things that wealth 
and fine family connections can provide. He had lost 
his fortune as a result of speculation during the war, 
and the strain of the effort quickly to rehabilitate it, 
life being unbearable to him except under affluent 
circumstances, in the meantime maintaining the de- 
meanor, dress, and manner of life of a still wealthy 
man as he had to do to carry out his business plans 
and enterprises with successful business associates, 
had proved so intolerable that he had turned for relief 
to Christian Science, that opium of the mind. 

One forenoon he called at my office in a state of 
mental rage and rebellion against his life and lot, 
and especially against Christian Science for its utter 
failure to help him, —it had done nothing but add to 
his burdens the_ struggle to excrete from his own 
spiritual substance something to lean upon in his 
weakness and misery. He stated that he had deter- 
mined to bear no longer “the slings and arrows of an 
outrageous fortune,’—he is a good Shakespearean 
scholar, — but to end them by the old Roman method 
of voluntary withdrawal from the scene of earthly 
life and action. I had known of his desperate efforts 
for many months and of the repeated failure, right on 
the brink of success, of a number of deals and enter- 
prises that would have relieved him at once; and I 
realized that he was in that mood of rebellious despair 
which has caused the suicide of so many people, young 
and old, especially in these dreadful “last days” when 
the strain of human life is more than any man can 
dy seoner or later, unless he have a Friend to help 

im. 

His outburst against the fiendish torment of the 
unreality of Christian Science echoing in the room, 
the opening was obvious for showing the ‘historical 


truth and the present day objective reality of Christ, ‘ 


and the “ever present help” which God has promised 
to all who will call upon him, and which I had per- 
sonally known him to extend to many who had called 
upon him, including myself. A rushing summary of 
all the great proofs of the truth and reality and valid- 
ity of the Bible and the Christ, to whom “all power” 
is given “in heaven and in earth,” arrested his atten- 
tion. The resolve to rush out of life that very day, 
while the impulse was hot to nerve him to the deed, 
seemed to fade with the violent color in his face, as 
“the natural hue of resolution was sicklied o’er with 
the pale cast of thought,” and the things that had been 
presented to him before and in less desperate days 
appeared worthy of a one last trial. 

I had a copy of the volume of Pace’s “Christian 
Cartoons” (from THe SuNpAY ScHooL TIMES) on my 
desk, which I had been looking at myself for the com- 
fort their majestic and benign picturization of the 
Christ brought to my own spirit at that time, which 
was one of great distress to me. We looked through 
that book together, and my own heart was so nearly 
broken that my voice broke with it as I explained the 
significance of the devout author’s efforts to give by 
pen some idea of the might and tenderness and utter 
lovableness of the Lord Jesus in hif manifold activities 
of dying for his people, protecting them, helping them, 
“bringing many sons unto glory.” 

Soon we were’ both wiping our eyes in concert, and 
I knew the hard, aching heart, burning with the de- 
spair of hell, was melted. I have known the time 
myself when the ability to shed a tear was the great- 
est boon God could give, and the peace and hope of 
God flowed into my friend’s heart as his tears flowed 
out of his eyes. 

He promised to go home. at once and claim the 
benefits of the “Proclamation of Amnesty” ou: dear 
brother. Pace has pictured, on the terms upon which 
its pardon was to be had. He sought an interview 
with the King, and it was granted. He told me the 
next day all was well with him.. He had desperate 
times financially after this, but never despaired, for 
his brain was no longer crazed with the effort to cre- 
ate and live in the unreal world of Christian Science, 
but his heart. was resting in the assurance of his 
Friend, “I-will never leave thee, nor forsake thee,” 
“Be strong and of a good courage.” 

As I write there come to me the lines: 


I’ve found a Friend, oh, such a Friend! 
All power to Him is given, 
To guard me on my onward course, 
And bring me safe to Heaven. 
Th’ eternal glories gleam afar, 
To nerve my faint endeavor: 
So now to watch, to work, to war, 
And then to rest forever.

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How he obeyed the newly found book of the law

Tall scaffolding had been built 
here and there about the walls, trowels and hammers 
rang upon hewn stones, saws rasped and bit their 
way through sweet smelling beams of cedar wood.

Cursed shalt thou be 
when thou comest in, and:cursed shalt thou be when 
thou goest out” (Deut. 28: 15-19). 

As Shaphan read out curse after curse Josiah leaned 
farther and farther forward in his chair. His face 
went white and his eyes seemed starting out of -his 
head. He knew these laws of God had not been kept 
and he feared these curses upon the disobedient. At 
length he sprang to his feet, and with trembling hands 
took hold. of his cotton robe and tore it from the 
collar to the hem in token of his sorrow and grief. 
All the other men in the king’s presence followed his 
example, while his mother, Queen Jedidah, and all the 
women burst into loud cries of lamentation and sor- 
row. There was only one thing to be done. Now 
they had the law, the law must be obeyed, lest these 
curses come upon them. So a great national assembly 
was coled. 

Into every village and town of Israel messengers 
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came in the name of the king. Trumpets were blown 
and all the people came together. 

“In the name of Josiah the king: it és decreed that 
from every place wise men and old men shall come 
together to fetenion to hear the book of the law of 
the Lerd.” .So the decree went forth and a week or 
two. later the old Temple at Jerusalem saw such a 
scene 2s it had not witnessed for fifty years and more. 

The sun shone down on a courtyard crowded with 
men from every part of the land, men with tanned, 
bearded faces. who had left their flocks. and their 
plows upon the hillsides, and men with pale, clean faces 
who had come from tiny workshops in the city streets.

_ At his appearance the noise became deafening. “Long 
live the King! God save King Josiah!” The people 
shouted, while the soldiers beat their swords upon 
their shields in thunderous, clashing clamor. 

_Once more the truhpets called for silence as the 
king stepped forward. Hilkiah handed him a fair 
written copy of the newly found Book of the Law 
and the king himself read it before the people. At 
last the reading was ended: There was a great rus- 


_thing noise as people who had listened spellbound 


moved again. Josiah rolled up the book and handed 
it to Hilkiah. Then he raised his right hand to 
heaven and before all the people he pledged himself 
to keep the law of the Lord, There was a great hush 
broken only by the dull noises that_ drifted in from 
the city. Once more the king’s boyish voice rang out 
as he called the people to follow his example. A 
forest. of brown hands shot into the air, thousands of 
voices repeated the vows of loyalty and obedience. 
Hilkiah blessed the people in the name of the Lord 
and the Temple court began to empty itself again. 

Alf up and down Israel Josiah went after that with 
the people’s pledge and the people’s loyalty, destroying 
the idols and the heathen temples and calling the peo- 
ple to the worship of God, “and alf his days they de- 
ported not from following the Lord the God of their 
athers.

e= are mysteries in electrical sciences where 
the amateur steps instantly out of his depth, but 
one point stands out clear and simple: it is the law 
of the circuit, that is, that the current to come into 
its working power has to pass through two poles — 
the positive and the negative.

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T HAS been generally assumed that most, if not 
| all, of the teachings of the Bible upon the subject 

of the deity of Clfrist have been known from the 
beginnings of Christianity up to the present time. So 
when a leading Christian layman announces that, 
through investigations and research principally among 
ancient manuscript readings and versions of the Old 
and New Testaments; he -has discovered what clearly 
appears to have been the original apostolic evidence 
of the deity of Christ, and which appears to have 
been obscured if not wholly lost to the knowledge of 
men since shortly after the end of the first Christian 
century, it occasions not only surprise but astonish- 
ment. 
- The writer, after careful examination of the schol- 


arly proofs of this discovery, believes that the inves- : 


tigator has made out his. case and has brought to 
light the basic Biblical interpretation and proof of the 
deity of the Lord Jesus Christ; obscured for centuries, 
it also furnishes a most satisfactory explanation of the 
doctrine of the Trinity and through its implications 
will largely contribute to the solution of many of the 
most difficult problems of the Christian faith.

It would have been strange 
indeed if the original apostles of Christ had- failed to 
present such proof of that fact as would command 
belief, on Biblical grounds, in the minds of their

William Phillips Hall, known as the business-man

Mr. Hall finds, first, that with the Jews and Jewish 
disciples of Christ of the apostolic age the revelation 
of God was-summed up in what they called ha Shem, 
or “The Name”; that is, the name of God expressed 
in the Hebrew Old Testament by four Hebrew letters 
corresponding to the letters J H V H, o YH WH 
in the English, which they believed might not be 
uttered, and which they habitually expressed as “Lord” 
in the languages employed by them. : 

Second, Mr. Hall has discovered that that word 
“Lord” stood for, and was used by the Jewish apostles 
and disciples of Christ (according to their creed, 
“Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God is one Lord,” as 
quoted by the Lord Jesus Christ from Deuteronomy 
6:4 of the Greek Bible and recorded in Mark 12: 29) 
to express, the one eternal essential Being of all that 
is; or in other wefds, according to Matthew 28: 
19, of the Triune God; and that that word “Lord,” 
as “Thie name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Spirit,” was always invoked by Jewish be- 
lievers in Christ during the apostolic age, in baptisms, 
in prayer, in blessings, in the performance of miracles, 


“If thou canst _ 
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and for other purposes, in and. through the name of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God. 

Third, Mr. Hall also finds that the apostles taught 
that a belief in, and a calling on, or invocation in 
prayer of, the word “Lord” as the name of all that 
God is, in and through the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, was the only way of obtaining that remission 
of sins and eternal life purchased for all mankind by 
his atoning death. 

Mr. Hall’s studies have also revealed the fact that 
the original apostolic significance of the word “Lord” 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, as the name of 
all that God is, was greatly obscured, if not wholly 
lost, in many manuscripts and versions of the New 
Testament written or revised after the end of the first 
century of the Christian era, by the omission of or 
the substitution of some other word for “Lord” in 
and as “the name of [the Lord] Jesus,” or of “the 
name of [the Lord] Jesus Christ,” in many readings, 
mostly in the Book of the Acts of the Apostles. 

An expert textual critic, who confirms Mr. Hall’s 
findings of the fact just stated, declares that his study 
of one so-called “family” of New Testament manu- 
scripts for the last thirty-two years has shown him 
more than one hundred cases in which letters and 
words in those manuscripts have been altered.

“the lost chord” of the Christian religion, which now 
appears to have been in large part lost to the knowl- 
edge of mankind for eighteen centuries.

R forty-five years Mrs. J. M. Dudley has seryed 
the Central Baptist Church of Elizabeth, N. J., as 
superintendent of the Cradle Roll Department. It will 
be remembered that it was*in this church, in 1877, 
that Mrs. Alonzo Pettit started the movement that 
later developed into our modern Cradle Roll. And it 
was in 1883 that her sister, Miss Juliet E. Dimock, | 
entered the Primary class to assist Mrs. Pettit. Miss 
Dimock, who later became Mrs. J. M. Dudley, took 
charge of what she called the “Baby Roll.” This was 
a list of the baby brethers and sisters of children in 
the Primary class, from whom was collected a birth- 
day offering for missions. 

Mrs. Dudley says: “I think my ‘Baby Roll’ was 
largely inspired by our Roman Catholic friends who 
always ‘spoke’ for the babies, and the thought came 
to me that we might well emulate their zeal. And 
surely no more potent factor in linking the home and 
the church has ever been discovered. For, even when 
a busy teacher cannot find time to call, the letter ors 
card that invariably goes to the child on his birthday, 
the invitations to ‘Cradle Roli parties,’ Rally Day, 
Christmas, Easter, and Children’s Day celebrations, 
are constant reminders to the mother that we are 
thinking of her and her problems.” 

Since the going Home of Mrs. Pettit in 1912 Mrs. 
Dudley has taken over her work in the Primary De- 
partment as well as continuing her duties as Cradle 
Roll superintendent.

UR last lesson was concerned with the times 

of Isaiah and Hezekiah. Hezekiah was suc- 

ceeded by his son Manasseh who reigned fifty- 

five years (2 Chron, 33:1), and he by his son Amon 
, who reigned only two years ‘2 Chron. 33: 21). God had 
' spoken at the earlier date through his servants Isaiah 
and Micah. Now after another six.y years of apostasy 
and cruel persecution, he speaks again. Josiah was the 

" good son of a bad father, while Manasseh was the 
‘bad son of a good father. Grace is not herediiary. 
Nor, thank God, is disgrace. Now God speaks again. 
This time he re-enforces and encourages his own peo- 
ple by permitting them te discover the very Book of 
the Law. Thus time after time did God seek to turn 
his people from their evil ways, but they would not. 


' Verse by Verse 


2 Chronicles 34:14.—When they brought out the 
money. It would seem that the Book of the Law was 
found by Hilkiah in the treasury where they stored 
the money for security. The book of the law. This 
seems to imply that it was the original copy of the 
Pentateuch. It is clear that Hilkiah was not unac- 
quainted with the Law, for otherwise he could not 
have recognized this book as the Book of the Law. 
Both this passage and 2 Kings 22:8 imply that what 
Hilkiah meant was that he had discovered the original 
of the Pentateuch which had been laid by at the side 
of the ark in the holy of holies. That copy had prob- 

‘ ably been secreted for safety’s sake during the perse- 
' cutions im the reign of Manasseh (2 Kings 21: 16), or 
ef his son Amon (2 Kings 21:21). Perhaps the 
’ priest or Levite who had hidden the book had per- 
. ished in the persecution, and no one knew where the 
precious treasure had. been hidden. But now when 
Josiah was busy purging the Temple and removing 
' every vestige of idolatry, the hiding place was dis- 
‘ covered. : 
Giver by Moses. It is an allegation of the destruc- 
‘ tive critics that the five books known as the Pentateuch 
were not written by Moses but much kater. It is there- 
fore worth while to record the references running 
through the Old Testament with regard to this book: 
Exodus 17:14; 24:4, 7; 34:27; Numbers 33:1, 2; 
Deuteronomy 1:5. “Declare” (Deut. 1:5) literally 


means dig, and so to explore and expound. It implies - 


a written record of the Law. “That which is before 
the priests” is the standard copy (Deut. 17: 18). 
Verse 15.—Shaphan the scribe. He was probably 
finance minister. The money chest which had- been 
set up in the Temple was emptied periodically under 
the supervision of the high priest and of the king's 
scribe. This Shaphan was probably the father of 
Ahikam (2 Kings 22: 12), and grandfather of Gedaliah 
(2 Kings 25:22; Jer. 39:14). It is evident that 
Shaphan was one of the godly party who were whole- 
heartedly with the king in his program of reform. 
Ahikam protected Jeremiah from the fury of the 
hostile priests and prophets (Jer. 26:24). Another 
son Elasah was one of the two whom Jeremiah em- 
ployed to carry his letter to the captives in Babylon 
(Jer. 29:3). From the windows of the chamber of 
yet another son, Gemariah, Baruch read the words of 


the letter to the people (Jer. 36:10). And Gemariah’s . 


own son Micaiah helped to give yet further publicity 


- to the message: (Jer. 36: 11-13). And after. the fall . 


of Jerusalem, 586 B. C., it was with Shaphan’s grand- 
sen Gedaliah that the aged Jeremiah found asylum 
(Jer. 39: 14). 

Verse 30.—To this list, in 2 Kings 23:2, is added 
“the prophets.” It is solemn to remember that some 
of these were among the very men who-a few years 
later were so bitterly hostile to Jeremiah. 


Verse 33.—They departed not. This was true so 
far as abstention from open idolatry went. But at 
heart they were still inclined to the worship of other 
gods (Jer. 13:10; 25:3). Josiah honestly and sin- 
cerely did what he could. But nothing less than the 
grace of God working in men’s hearts by his Holy

not follow his father’s evil example. It may be neces- 
sary in some of, our classes to emphasize this. Josiah 
was left an orphan when he was only eight years old. 
But God took care of him, 

We are’ not told of anyone except his mother (2 
Kings 22:1) to whom the boy owed the formative 
influences of his life. And nothing is told us as to 
his mother’s character. Certain names .emerge in 
Josiah’s younger manhood, —Huldah the wife of Shal- 
lum, Hilkiah the high priest, Shaphan the scribe. But 
whether they owed their zeal to the young king or 
whether he owed it to them is uncertain. In the marked 
deference paid to the first named it looks as if there 
were some significance, and this good woman may have 
helped mightily to influence the mind of the boy kmg. 
If this is so, Huldah becomes another illustration of 
God’s. gracious provision and a fulfillment of the 
promise of Psalm 27: 10. 


2. Note the stagés in Josiah’s life that are given to 
us in the narrative. When eight years old he came 
to the throne. At sixteen he began to seek God. At 
twenty he-began to purge ‘vagy and Jerusalem from 
the high places. In Josiah’s twenty-first year Jere- 
miah Seapae to prophesy (Jer. 1:2).. At twenty-six 
a beginning was made in the work of reconditioning 
the Temple, and the Passover was kept’ in Jerusalem.

3. The spiritual condition of the people. Some 
critics fail to understand how -it could have come 
to pass. that Judah, which had the Law of God, could 
so entirely have forgotten and forsaken it. And they 
argue that if the. people. really had had the Law of 
God available, such neglect would have been impos- 
sible. And they therefore conclude that the Eaw. was 
not known and probably had not been given. From 
this, the next step is to the idea that Hilkiah perpe- 
trated a.pious fraud on both king and people. He 
first hid the book-and then found it. And’ the book 
was not the complete’:Pentateuch but only Deunter- 
onomy. But to this ignorance and neglect: may be 
compared the pre-Reformation period in Europe. The 
Reformation was not the inventing of semething new 
and palming it off on the people as ancient; it was 
the rediscovery of that which had been lost. 

From this emerges the lesson that to neglect Gad’s 
Word is always to lose it: People begin by being dis- 
obedient to the Word.

Pet. 2:8). This does not mean that it is appointed © 


that some people should stumble at the Word of God 
so that they cannot believe it though they would.

The Old Book.—Hilkiah the priest found the book 
of the law of Jehovah given by Moses (v. 14). 
have two friends who are collectors of old and rare 
editions of the Bible. One of them, William A. Peter- 
son, here in Chicago has just shown me his precious 
“breeches Bible.” It antedated the King James Ver- 
sion, and instead of fig-leaf aprons it prints “breeches,” 
hence the name (Gen. 3:7). Mr. A. Edward Newton 
of Daylesford, Pa., the book collector, has recently 
published a volume entitled “The Greatest Book in 
the World.” It is illustrated by prints of the title 
pages of rare old Bibles owned by my friend T. Ed- 
ward Ross of Ardmore, Pa. But the enthusiasm of 
men like these over scarce Bibles cannot suggest how 
Hilkiah must have felt when he “dug up” this book 
of ‘the law by Moses. If that identical roll could be 
found now and put up for sale the price it would bring 
would make “breeches” Bibles and “oyster” Bibles and 
other millionaire Bibles look cheap. The fact of the 
matter is, the plentitude and wonderful cheapness of 
God’s Word prevent us from realizing just what a 
precious possession it is. Our missionaries tell won- 
derful stories of the sacrifices the heathen make to 
get a copy of the Book. We here in America fail 
to appreciate our open and free Bible, just as we fail 
to ‘appreciate lots of other blessings, until they take 
their flight—like watch, penknife, teeth—yes, and 
mother. There are indeed—-thousands for whom the 
Book has disappeared..

is one he serious responsibilities of “royalty.” 
When “royalty” puts his or her Bible under the arm 
on Sunday goes off to Sunday-school, “royalty” is 
preaching quite as effectively as “pulpit,” and often- 
times more so.. Some one has said that every institu- 
tion is but the lengthened shadow of a man—or 
something like that. “Like boss, like man.” I am 
still dodging around Chicago on cars and in offices 
—this my “knitting” is always with me. My business 
on this ‘Western trip takes me into the office of His 
Royal Highness, Mr. President. When [I find him to 
be an active Christian I invariably find the same spirit 
down, through the plant. He will not stand for pro- 
fanity, drinking, or “funny business.” Those of that 
sort get weeded out. And “weeded” is the right word. 
Tares (Matt. 13:25, 39). Here in Chicago is a won- 
derful candy woman. I have told you all about her 
in previous lessons. Mrs. Snyder is“her name, and 
everybody in Chicago knows her and her candies. She 
has. many invitations. She employs four hundred peo- 
ple in her factory and many stores, mostly girls. She 
told me that she has discharged a number of her girls 
because she found they were “cigarette smokers and 
sporty.” “I cannot afford to have this style among 
my fine young women.” Mrs. Snyder herself is a 
splendid. Christian woman, freely. attributing her re- 
markable success to God alone. She started with only 
a few pounds of sugar, you may remember. Up at 
Kalamazoo is the Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment 
Company. Jacob Kindleberger is at the head of it. 
He has a Sunday-school of his own and is one of the 
outstanding Christian men of Kalamazoo. His Chris- 
tian. spirit I found runs all through his great mills. 
When I taught the lesson to his school I met pretty 
much all his head men of various denominations. When 
“royalty” ‘ties to “His commandnients,” he sets the 
pace for: the rest. 


Prosperity.—Josiah took away all the abominations 
out of all the countries ... and made all that were 
found in Israel to serve, even to serve Jehovah (v. 33). 
While I was with Brother Kindleberger—he is a 
good Methodist — he told me hawthe-had: fred 
man because of profanity. Nor would Mrs. Snyder 
tolerate female cigarette smoking. To the Christian 
paper man and the Christian.candy woman these things 
were “abominations,” and please note, Mr. Cusser and 
Miss Smoker, these are outstanding business suc- 
cesses in far opposite lines. And, by the way, both 
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started with nothing, not-a-dollar.. But.character was 
there, and Christian character at that. When you are 
solicited to invest service or money in an enterprise it 
is the part of wisdom to find out the sort of people who 
are running it. You will note in Israel’s history that 
when there was a king who would “take away abom- 
inations” Israel hummed with prosperity — rather, 
blossomed, for Israel had no factories. Running true 
to form you will find, nine times out of ten and better, 


that every successful business of any long standing ° 


has for “king” a man who looks to God as his Lord 
and guide and protector. And let this writer say here 
for the steen hundredth time that it is strange that so 
many young men in our country fail to get wise to 
this fact. The cusser, the sport, the gouge, the sharper, 
the liar is rarely on the job when you come around on 
the next trip. Nor has he moved up. He has moved 
out. He has ability of a certain sort. Manners that 
are not unattractive, but he does not endure. I have 
known him to have four or five positions in a single 
decade with all his smartness and with all his manners, 
and each position with a diminishing salary. That 
kind never goes up to stay. The “king” and his coun- 
try, whether between factory walls or behind wire 
fences, prosper and endure when “Josiah” takes away 
“abominations” and teaches his people to serve Je- 
hovah.

be made Here, lest we lose the significance of one 
of the important characters of’ Israel, Hilkiah made 
an important discovery, but it was not he who was in 
position to give importance or insignificance to his 
discovery, it was the good King Josiah, who deserves 
all the more credit for what he did because his im- 
mediate predecessors, his own father° and grandfather, 
were among the worst kings Judah ever had. Let us 
therefore associate with the name of Hilkiah, the 
high priest, the name of his king, Josiah, and Hilkiah’s 


discovery of the Book with Josiah’s acceptance of it , 


as the Word of God. Historically also, let us note 
the connection between the reading of the Book and 
the instituting of moral reforms by the’king. Having 
heard the words himself, and having done what he 
could to learn their import, he calls his people together 
— “All the people, great and small’ —and reads to 
them the words of the Book. Then he makes a cov- 
enant to keep the commandments “of the Lord, and 
requires his people to do the same. And hearmg and 
doing were associated in both king and people, for 
“all his days they departed not from following the 
Lord, the God of their fathers.” 

Eyen in New Testament times it was necessary to 
remind Christians that hearing and doing should be 
associated. It is a practical association that is still 
needed. But the close association between knowledge 
of the Book and a moral life, both nationally and 
individually, should not be lost on us as a practical 
lesson from this study. As Dr. Griffith Thomas so 
aptly said: “Sin will keep you from the Book, or the 
Book will keep you from sin.” Sin and the Book 
cannot associate in the same life, but righteousness and 
the Book will fellowship in the same life always.

EAD Second Chronicles 34 and 35. 

If you will give the little folks 
a’ Short story of the reign of jusiah, 
it will help them understand the lesson 
for this week much better, and they will 
be deeply interested in the little king, 
just eight years old, who grew up to be 
such a good and great man. Josiah’s 
father had been a very wicked, idolatrous 
king. We believe his mother must have 
taught him to love and worship the true 
God, for we read that he began to seek 
after God while he was young. We know 
that the Holy Spirit helped him, for -he 
always helps one who seeks God. In 
the twelfth year of his reign he began 
to destroy the idols that his father had 
left all over the kingdom. He even went 
among the people who were left in the 


Northern Kingdom. Then he appointed | 


a committee to repair the Temple, so 
that he could lead the people back to 
the worship of the true There 
were many men at work, and they were 
all earnest and busy and happy, getting 
God’s house cleaned up, the broken col- 
umns mended, and the altars put back 
ready for sacrifices and sweet incense. 
One day Hilkiah, the high priest, went 
into the Temple to get some money that 
had been put there for the work, and 
he found the Book of the Law, given by 
Moses, which was a long parchment roll 
with God’s holy law written on it. It 
may have been the very one Moses had 
written for the people many, many years 
before. Hilkiah gave the roll to Shaphan 
the scribe. The scribes were men who 
took care of the Scripture rolls, They 
studied the law, and explained it to the 
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people. Shaphan read the book to Josiah. 
The king listened to all that God had 
commanded thé people, and learned, too, 
how the people would be punished for 
breaking God’s laws. He knew that they 
had been worshiping idols and doing 
many sinful things, for which God was 


self before God, and sent Hilkiah, Sha- 
phan, and some other men to Huldah the 
prophetess to ask her what God’s mes- 
sage was to the sinning people.

After this Josiah went up to the Tem- 
ple himself, and read God’s law to all 
the people. Then he stood up before the 
people, and promised’ to walk after the 

rd and to keep the commandments with 
all his heart. And he had the people 
make the same promise. Then he took 
away all the idols -from the countries 
where the people of Israel lived, and had 
everybody in his kingdom to serve the 
true God. We are glad.to know that as 
long as Josiah lived the people served 
the true God, and that they kept a great 
Passover feast, followed by the feast of 
unleavened bread, just as they had done 
in the. days of Hezekiah. They offered 
many sacrifices upon the altar ‘to the true 
God, and all the Temple singers stood in 
their places, singing the beautiful hymns 
of praise and victory that King David had 
written. © 

Call the attention of the class to two

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: A boy king —a kingly boy. 
Discussion: Put Josiah’s “four steps” 


on the blackboard before the fellows — 
material for discussion will overflow. 


Objective: Seek first the kingdom oi 
God. 














AY, fellows, I love to think of Josiah, 

the boy king of Judah. There is 
something so rare and fine in this young 
fellow that he chdfenges my admiration. 
He took the bull by the horns. He was 
very young, but he had a wise head 
and a brave heart. Otherwise he could 
not have done what he did. 

Josiah was only eight years when he 
ascended the throne — just a child. He 
was surrounded -by a court that had 
grown up in wickedness under the reigns 
of his wicked grandfather Manasseh, and 
his father Amon. That would seem to be 
enough to smother any good that was in 
the boy; but, instead, we find him at 
sixteen earnestly seeking to know the will 
of God, and at the age of twenty order- 
ing the complete demolition of idols and 
the stamping out of idolatry, to prepare 
the way of national recognition and wor- 
ship of the true God. 

When I see a good boy, the son of a 
wicked father, I look around confidently 
expecting to find a good mother.- The 
Old Testament does not tell nearly so 
much about the women of those times as 
it tells of the men; but it gives their 
names as a rule—and in those days 
names meant much. Sometimes names 
were given after the character had been 
indicated by the life, as, for instance, Is- 
rael, Jacob’s new name (a -prince of 
God) : “For as a prince hast thou power 
with God and with men.” Sometimes 
mothers named their children according 
to their wishes for them, as, for instance, 
Samuel (asked of God). Doubtless 
Josiah’s name, meaning “Jehovah heal- 
eth,” was given to him by a mother who 
deplored the spiritual decline of the 
times. His mother’s name (Jedidah) 
means “beloved,” and his grandfather’s 
name (Adaiah) means “Jehovah. has 
adorned.” Josiah was an “adornment” to 
his grandfather in a very real sense. Thé 
prophecy of his name was fulfilled in his 
noble grandson, 

Now, fellows, there were four dis- 
tinct steps by which this lad became one 
of God’s great stalwarts, in a time when 
God sorely needed a real man to take a 
stand for righteousness. 


Step 1.—At sixteen, “while he was yet 
young, he began to seek after the God of 
David his fathér” (2 Chron. 34: 3). “Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness,” said Jesus in the Sermon 
on the Mount, “and all these things shall 
be added unto you.” This led him straight 
to the purging of Judah of all idols and 
idolatrous practices. 


Step 2.—At twenty, he began the resto- 
ration and repairing of the Temple, God's 
house, that the worship of the true God, 
who had been forgotten, might be re- 
sumed in the God-ordained way. 


Step 3.—Attention to God’s house led 
to the discovery of God’s Word, long 
buried beneath the rubbish of. the aban- 
doned Temple. When the lamp of God's 
Word was uncovered, the light of it 
revealed to Josiah the depth of wicked- 
ness to which his people had sunk. The 
young king, stricken with grief ‘and 
shame, tore his clothes and bowed his 
head in sorrow and penitence. But he 
raised it again with purpose; and this led 
to: : 

Step 4.—He gave himself and his sub- 
s'ance to the restoration of the worship 
of God by all the people, first by seeking 
to learn the will of God (34: 22-28) and 
then by arranging a great Passover feast, 
the like of which had not been seen for 
nearly four hundred years (35:18). This 
was the feast that had first signalized the 
release of Israel from the bondage of 
Egypt. Now it was to be a token of the 
release of his people from the bondage 
of sin; and turning unto God: Josiah set 
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Lesson for May 5 


the example of liberality in meeting the 
cost for so great a feast, giving out of 
his own figcks and cattle for the sacrifices. 
‘He gave thirty thousand choice lambs 
and kids, and three thousand bullocks, 
That influenced his princes and others 
along down the line, according to their 
station, to give “willingly” of their cat- 
tle to make the great ceremony possible 
(35: 7-10). 4 : 

All this great tide-turning was begun 
by a purpose formed in a boy’s heart to 
seek God, to know his will, and to do it. 

I do not know a better formula than 
that of Josiah to offer you, fellows: Seek 
(1) God; (2) his house of worship; (3) 
his Word, (4) his service. 

You may want to transpose numbers 
2 and 3. All right. One will lead you 
to the other. Number 2 means prayer. 
Number 3 means light. Number 1 means 
inspiration. All three lead straight into 
number 4. That is what they did for 
Josiah, and they will do it for you. 

If, by reason of your failure to go 
there, God’s house of worship is closed 
to you, you are cheating yourself of one 
of the principal means God has provided 
to help you understand and love his 
Word.

A Fox Story.

OD and I had. been fishing in the 

great Okefinokee Swamp which takes 
in six hundred square miles of lower 
Georgia and upper Florida. “We did 
most of our fishing in ’gator holes, round | 
poois and pdénds that the alligators had | 
dug in the shallow: marsh. It was Janu- 
ary, and the alligators for the most part 
were sleeping under the mud, although 
whenever a warm day came some of them 
would came out. In the winter time the 
fish swarmed. in these ’gator holes. 

In the first one that we came to I 
landed ten pounds of large-mouthed 
blackbass which Rod called “trout,” in 
six casts, using bright green and red ‘and 
yellow plugs for bait and a short steel 
casting rod not three feet long for my 


pole. 

As we fished, now and then a pair of 
sand hill cranes would fly past as stiffly 
as if made of wood. Although so large 
and clumsy looking, they were among the 
shyest and wariest of all the birds of the 
Swamp. They never alighted in trees 
or on anything over six inches high, 
and kept such a careful watch while feed- | 
ing that it took a good hunter indeed, 
man or beast, to ever bag one. In the 
spring these cranes lay two olive-gray 
eggs on little hills; and the courtship 
dance of the males, bowing. and -hopping 
and flapping their wings, is one the 
most amusing as well.as one of the rarest 








sights that a-bird student ever sees. 
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All through the Swamp those white 
herons, the egrets, with their black legs 
and yellow bills would flap slowly across 
the stretches of marsh like enormous 
snowy butterflies. Sometimes they would 
perch among the amethyst-gray moss in 
the tops of the cypresses or we would see 
them feeding in the Swamp like great 
water lilies against the brown water. 

Up in the North mistletoe is one of the 
rarest plants.. I know a few places in 
Southern New. Jersey where it can be 
found, but it is a great event to locate 
a tree where it grows. Down in the 
South, however, it seems to grow every- 
where, and in. lower Georgia it was a poor 
maple or gum that could not flaunt a 
green wisp of mistletoe somewhere among 
its branches, and Rod was much. amused 
when. [I told him. what an event it had 
been with me to see mistletoe. 

As we fished he told me_ alligator 
stories. I remember that one of them was 
about a day at Buzzard Roost Lake when 
the alligators drove the fish out of the 
lake and through a little run into a small 
pond. Rod happened to be out huniing 
near there when he heard such a. medley 
of bird-notes' and catis: that he -paddied 
quietly over to the place and found the 
small pond fairly packed with fish, with 
hundreds of birds feeding on them. There 
were great blue herons, egrets, wood ibis, 
which are the only storks to be found in 
the United States, and little green herons, 
which Rod called “Injun pullets,” and 
which are quite rare in the Swamp. The 
pond itself was alive with alligators feed- 
ing upon the fish so greedily that he shot 
fourteen of them for their hides before 
the rest took alarm. 

“Then they all started for the lake in a 
solid mass,”’ he told me. “I could have 
walked: fifty yards on their backs with- 
out touchin’ the ground.” 

On the way back to the tiny cabin on 
the hidden island where. Rod and L were 
living, we came to a great hollow sweet- 
gum tree and heard from the farther: side 
a noise like that’of.a man chopping wood. 

“It’s a log-cock,” said Rod, as I looked 
at him inquiringly. In: another moment 
we caught a glimpse of this Woodchop- 
per of the Swamp. He was a magnificent 
bird, nearly as large as a crow, with 
black-and-white wings, a cardinal crest, 
and an. enormous horn-colored beak with 
which he: was cutting out’ great: slabs of 
decayed wood. I recognized him instantly 
as the pileated woodpecker, the largest 
and one of the rarest of our Northern 
woodpeckers. Down there in the Swamp 
he was quite*common and very tame, and 


|| frequently. we heard his loud notes, much 


like those of a flicker only louder ‘and 
— and with a: curious quirk at the 
end. 

The sight of the hollow tree reminded 
Rod of the story of the Lame Fox which 
he told me as he poled the boat home 
through hidden waterways and winding 
channels, using the three-pronged push- 
pole which only a man born in the Swamp 
ever really learns to use properly. 

Near Rod’s cabin at the edge of the 
Swamp lived a gray fox which had once 
escaped from a trap, leaving three of his 
toes behind him. Thenceforth his trail 
was unmistakabie, and he became known 
far and wide as the “Lame Fox.” He 
seemed to have bought wisdom with his 
lost toes, for although constantly hunted 
none of the dogs of that region was ever 
able to run him down. Finally Rod 
hunted him with his own pack, of which 
he was exceedingly proud. Always the 
same thing happened. The dogs would 
follow the scent without a break until 
they reached an old rail-fence. There the 
pack would lose all trace of the trail 
and come back to the cabin hours later 
with their tails between their legs. 

Finally one day Rod started his dogs 
where the Lame Fox’s paw-prints with 
the missing toes showed fresh in the sand¢ 
When they were well on their way, Rod 
hurried to where the old fence began and 
hid himself among the branches of a live- 
oak which grew near by. 

For nearly an hour he could hear his 
dogs giving tongue here and there as they 
circled through the dry woods. and across 
patches of marshy ground. Then he sud- 
denly saw the Lame Fox himself lope 
into view far ahead of the dogs, coming 
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straight toward him. When he reached 
the fence the fugitive sprang to the top 
rail and ran along it until he came to 
where the branch of a “big sweet-gum 
nearly touched the fence. Rising on his 
toes the Lame Fox leaped to the slanting 
limb, and ran up it to the bole of the 
tree, up which he climbed more like a 
gray squirrel than a gray fox, and popped 
into a big hole in the trunk. 

A few minutes later the pack came 
along and, losing the trail as usual at the 
fence, circled around and around, baying 
and yelping as they failed to pick up 
the scent anywhere. 

As they barked,.Rod saw the fox’s head 
thrust out of the hole and looking down 
at the baffled pack. 

“His tongue was a-hangin’ out an’ if 
ever a fox laughed that one did,” related 
Rod, laughing himself as he remembered 
that day. 

“What did you do?” I inquired. 

“Well,” he replied, somewhat confused, 
“I shinned up the gum-tree and peeked 
into the hole. The ol’ fox just looked 
up at me an’ grinned so kind o’ friendly 
like that I didn’t have the heart to touch 
him.”

[7 WAS during the war, and at one of 
the great army camps in France. Again 
and again different men had tried to get 
one of the worst fellows in camp to attend 
some of the religious services- held for 
the men, but he had steadily refused to 
have anything to do with them. One 
night, however, he appeared. When asked 
afterward why he came that night he 
said, referring to the Christian worker 
who was doing the preaching, “I saw 
that fellow washing dishes the other day 
when there was a rush on, and I am ready 
to listen to a man who is big enough to 
do that.” 

The Christian worker little thought 
when he washed the dishes that he was 
doing any special work for anyone, but 
it was the one touch that influenced a 
man whom none of the others could reach. 


The chances are, as we read our Scrip- 
ture lesson, that we shall have conflict- 
ing emotions. We can sympathize with 
the mother who sought for her two sons 
places of honor in the temporal kingdom 
that she thought the Lord was about to 
set up upon the earth. But we can find 
little sympathy for .the two men who per- 
mitted their mother to ask that they be 
preferred above the other faithful dis- 
ciples. At the bottom of the whole 
matter, we can see the seifishness and 
conceit of the two. brothers, °nd_ their 
contempt for the rights and abilities of 
the other disciples. Notice that the Lord 
all through the discussion addresses 
James and John direct, rather than their 
mother, reminding them of two of the 
great essentials of all true leadership, — 
a willingness and a capacity for suffering 
and self-effacement.

Have you ever thought of what lead- 
ership costs,,as you have watchéd some 
leader and perhaps envied him? There 
is no short cut for those who aspire to 
leadership. It means being misunder- 
stood many times. Often it means lone- 
liness. It means being willing to eridure 


willing to pay the price of hard work to 
forge ahead, but who are ever ready to 
show their hatred and contempt for any 
who would work. It means being ex- 
pected to encourage and cheer and plan 
when you would give anything to be quiet 
and out of sight.. It means having to 
seek out others when you long to be 
sought after yourself. It means doing 
little things and disagreeable tasks that 
no one will ever know about except our 
heavenly Father, and for which no human 
praise or credit will ever be given. 


Is it strange then that the Lord took 
the opportunity to teach a great lesson 
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of James and John? The twelve were all 





the. jeers and jibes of thos€ who are not 


familiar with the arrogance and domi- 
neering of their Gentile rulers (v.. 25). 
In sharp contrast to this, the Lord Jesus 
pointed out that those who would choose 
leadership under him must expect a lead- 
ership of service,—an outdoing of one 
another in good deeds and in menial tasks 
rather than a competition for special priv- 
ilege and power. 

Shall we not each examine our own 
hearts as to the motive behind any desire 
that we may have to be the leader in 
our young people’s society or in any other 
department of our church work? Are 
we seeking a place of leadership in order 
that we may serve others more effectively 
and faithfully, or are we thinking of the 
praise and satisfaction that may come to 
us through such a place and through 
such a leadership? 


Finally, the Lord Jesus points the dis- 
ciples to himself, as well he might do, 
whereas this is never a safe method for 
us to follow. In him we see the perfec- 
fection of leadership, for the one great 
motive that prompted him was the desper- 
ate condition of those for whom he gave 
his life (v. 28). His was a leadership 
that sought to bring others to the foun- 
tain of life that flowed from himself. If 
we would be Christian leaders we, too, 
must be “seeking” leaders, —seeking to 
bring others, not to ourselves, but to the 
Lord. ~Are you working toward that 
kind of we 


This old world is full of those who are 
waiting for some one to seek them out. 
Your town is full of such ones. They 
are in your church and S y-school, 
and of course there are the teeming mil- 
lions in the foreign fields and in the 
regions of the earth where the Gospel has 
never been preached. Are you willing to 
be a “seeking” leader? Such leadership 
means many disappointments, but they 
may be his appointments if we have 
learned to count self as dead and te live 
only for Christ. And it carries with it 
his great promise, “Lo, I am with you 
alway, even unto the end of the earth” 
(Matt. 28: 20). 


How am I seeking Christian leadership, 
through preference or service?

Stories of Hymn Tunes. By Frank J. 
Metcalf. (The Abingdon Press, New 
York, $1.50.) Sixty-three translations 
of Luther’s hymn, “Ein Feste Burg,” 
have been made into English. It has en- 
couraged Christians in many lands for 
four centuries, and the stirring music that 
Luther wrote is invariably used with it. 
Such facts as these add to the value of 
well-known hymns. Brief reviews of the 
history of one hundred and one tunes are 
given in this volume, and the reader 
learns many things not generally known. 
The words and music of “O Little Town 
of Bethlehem” were written specially for 
a Sunday-school Christmas service. Wil- 
liam ‘Howard Doane, who wrote the 
music for Fanny Crosby’s hymns, “Res- 
cue the Perishing,” and “I am Thine, 0 
Lord,” was a wealthy Christian manu- 
facturer and inventor. The tune called 
“Evening Prayer” was written by George 
C. Stebbins, and he it was who selected 
James Edmeston’s hymn, “Saviour, 
breathe an evening blessing” to go with 
it. During the Boxef. Rebellion in China 
the hymn was frequently sung by mis- 
sionaries. All lovers of the hymns of the 
Christian Church would be glad to.own 
this volume, for with the stories of the 
hymns are given biographical sketches 
of the composers. The tunes’ are ar- 
ranged .in alphabetical order, and a bio- 
graphical calendar and indexes of first 
lines, writers, composers, and tunes add 
to the book’s usefulness. 

Picture Map of the Holy Land. 
Drawn by Harold Haven Brown. (R.R. 
Bowker Company, 62 West Forty-fifth 
Street, New York, $2.50.) Christian 
people who have longed for a trip .to 
Palestine will be delighted with this 
beautifully colored, illustrated map which 
visualizes the Land; and Sunday-school 
ya ag ng or and teachers will have no 
difficulty in interesting their pupils in the 
geography of the Bible with its aid. 
Following the route of the Children of 
Israel from Egypt to the Promised Land 
we find along the way quaint pictures and 
such notations as, “Here Moses provided 
water from the rock,” “Here Israel 
fought Amalek while Moses’ hands were 
upheld,” “Here Aaron died,” and “Mount 
Nebo, from which Moses viewed the 
Promised Land just. béfore his death.” ‘A 
boy or girl could, without difficulty, lo- 
cate even “Joppa— where Jonah em- 
barked for Tarshish,” for just a little 
way out in the Mediterranean Sea is pic- 
tured a great fish spouting water high 
into the air. Four insets show (1) the 
walled city of Jerusalem, (2) the environs 
of Jerusalem within twenty miles, (3) 
the elevation and depression of. Palestine, 
and (4) a profile view of Palestine show- 
ing the relative heights and positions of 
important localities from Mount Hermon 
to the Dead Sea. The map is very com- 
prehensive and includes Egypt, Arabia, 
and Palestine. Outstanding events and 

laces from the early life of the Israel- 
ites through the life of Christ are-shown 
in a way that ought to encourage further 
study.

professor; and among the names quoted 
are those of Connie Mack and Ty Cobb, 
leaders in baseball, Gene Tunney, Musso- 
lini, and Colonel Lindbergh. Amazing 
statistics are given, as well as a table 
showing the effects of smoking on two 
groups of New York schoolboys. The 
manager of a large banking system in 
one city, a member of the school board 
in the city where he resides, bought 
twenty copies to give to each member of 
his board. Later he asked for twenty 
more, saying that a fellow member wanted 
them. Their board had found that de- 
linquency among the male students had 
been traced to the use of cigarettes. All 
of the Executive Committee of The Na- 
tional Confectioners’ Association re- 
quested copies of the tract, and the pres- 
ident wrote that they would consider the 
subject of backing it for a large issue as 
soon as they met in Chicago this month.

Enlarging Stony Brook School 


EVERAL years ago a member of the 

staff of THE SuNpay ScHoo, TIMES 
was delivering the graduation address to 
a small graduating class in the Stony 
Brook School; Long Island. One boy 
seemed to have captured most of the 
prizes, although there were other star 
students who took a few. 

After the ceremony a lady came to the 
platform, and said to the speaker, “I want 
to thank you for ever telling about the 
Stony Brook School in THE SuNnpbay 
ScHoo, Times, for it was through your 
paper that we learned of the school, and 
decided to send our boy here.” . And it 
was her boy who was the winner of so 
many prizes. 

Stony Brook School was an experiment 
six years ago, and in that brief time the 
School has grown to four times its orig- 
inal enrollment. It now has one hundred 
and thirty boys on the roll, and is look- 
ing forward to a noteworthy: expansion. 

Stony Brook is distinctive because there 
a thorough curriculum of Bible. study, 
properly mys out, is as important for 
graduation as Zeometry, history, or Eng- 
lish literature, and immensely more im- 
portant than any other study in the total 
character and life of the School. 

The late Dr. Jotin F. Carson, pastor 
of the Central Presbyterian Church of 
Brooklyn, in co-operation with the Stony 
Brook Assembly, founded Stony Brook 
School as an experiment, and now from 
every point of view the School has at- 
tained a standing that must be most grat- 
ifying:to all those who have lived to see 
the present institution, with its goodly 
enrollment, its faculty of some fourteen 
members, and its place on the first ac- 
credited list of the Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools in _ the 
Middle States and Maryland. 

Mr. Frank E. Gaebelein, son of the 
widely known Bible teacher, Dr. Arno 
Gaebelein, is the Headmaster of the 
School. The Board of Directors now 
seeks the sum of five hundred thousand 
dollars to carry out a program of ex- 
pansion, demanded by the rapid increase 
in the number of students attending the 
School. It is purposed to spend three 
hundred thousand dollars of this amount 
on a building, to be known as the John 
F. Carson Memorial Hall, which will 
combine an auditorium, gymnasium, 
swimming pool, laboratory, administrative 
offices, and additional dormitory space. 
A new infirmary will require forty thou- 
sand dollars; while twenty-five thousand 
dollars will be spent on equipment for the 
gymnasium, library, and _ laboratory; 


to improvements on the campus; forty 
thousand dollars for the establishing: of 
scholarships for boys of good character 
and attainment, and seventy-five thou- 
sand dollars is to be added to the present 
endowment to meet the increased .mainte- 
nance cost. 

The School is truly a preparatory school, 
non-sectarian, and uwundenominational in 
character, conducted as any. other. board-
